that company. The telephone company 
offers to pay the city as compenantion 
the fixed sum of J.iO.OOO yearly, instead 
of the 3 per cent on its grosi^ receipts 
exacted by ita present charter. The 
average annual paynrant for- tba 11 
years of the present franchise has been 
$33,000. But as the groes receipts of 
the telephone company last year 
amounted to $2,000,000. the city re- 
ceived $80,000 and by getting the com-

Washington. Feb. 8.— The war Inves- 
tiKiitiM!; (■(iiurnis^ion. in Its report, 
which will soon be submitted to the 
prealdent, haa directly criticised tba 
secretary of war for lack of firmness 
in his administration of the war de- 
partment. No vpeciflc illustration uf 
the secretary's weakness is given by 
the commiaalon, but through its report 
the evidences of this fault of the sec- 
retary will be found, particularly in 
the luuiK 1 of his relations with Major 
General Miles. The commission has 
determined not to dwell upon mattera 
of strategy, and for this reason has 
left ont all reference to the action of 
General .MiU>s In going to Santiago, 
with the aecretary's permission for bim 
to do ao, and of bla dlapat^ to <I«b- 
eral Shafter that be waa not to be sup- 
planted in his command by the major 
general coniiiianding. 

It will be found that General Miles 
Is severely criticlaad, and tba prealdent 
will find ample material, from the 
standpoint of the commission, to take 
action again.st tlic major general com- 
manding. 'J^e commission will devote 
an Important chapter of ita report to 
General Mllea' charges concerning the 
beef and meats generally furnished to 
the army, and will find that tliry arv 
practically without foundation. It will 
report tb«t tbo baaf waa not cha«il> 
eally prepared; that It was of good 
quality, and that the charges of the 
use of chemicals in tlip beef probably 
grew out of the fact that four quarters 
of experlnwBtal b«af war* ^aced on 
board a transport at Tampa by Mr. 
Powell, Investor of a preserving pro- 
cess, which he desired to test. This 
meat was thrown overboard by direc- 
tion of General Wood. 

Attention will be called to the fact 
that of the 13 ofHcera whose reports 
General .Miles subniitfed as showing 
that the beef supplied to the Porto 
Ricaa army waa bad, not oaa itorved 
on that taland. It will also be shown 
that General Miles was responsible for 
the selection cf a number of camps at 
Chickamauga and Miami, and that this 
latter raoommandattoo was adoptad. 
notwithstanding tba protest ot th* MC* 
retary of war. 

According to the commission. Ili" 
primary trouble lies in the defective 
army organisation. A recommendation 
will be made that the Inspector gen- 
eral's department be radically reorgan- 
ized, and the report will sharply crit- 
icise General Breckinridge for abdicat- 
ing bia oflce of Inaj^tor gaaoFtl to 
accept a co^imlssloa aa a auUor gen- 
eral of volunteers.
